2?#  1959 1  he  stated  he  was  attending  an  Industrial  and  Commercial  School  also. 

In  a  letter  from  him  dated  April  29,  1946,  he  saie  he  and  moat  of  the 
students  in  schools  and  colleges  in  Luxemburg  were  forced  to  serve  in  the  German 
Army;  that  he  was  imprisoned  by  the  German  Gestapo  for  about  two  months.  Ho 
served  on  the  Russian  Front  in  October  1945,  and  was  severely  woulded  in  the 
left  shoulder  and  rigjit  hand*  He  and  some  others  deserted  and  lived  in  the 
woods  in  Austria  for  about  three  months.
